THE LICENSE LAW AND DRUG- 


GISTS. 


The -new license law provides that 


town boards, villages trustees, and com- 
mon cnuncils of tho respective towns, 
villages and oities in this state, upon the 
written application of any registered 
pharmacist shall grant to him a permit 
to sell strong, spirituous and ardent li- 
quors in quantities less than [one gallon, 
for medicinal, mechanical,' or.1 scientific 
purposes only. The sum to be paid for 
ouch permit shall be ten dollars; and 
such permit bhall be granted and issued 
in the same manner and terminate at 
tho same time as the license to saloon- 
keepers. 


1'he law also provides that every 


pharmacist " to 
whom 
a 
permit 


is 
issued, 
shall 
keep 
a 
book 


in which he shall enter the date of 
every ealo made by him of any such liq- 
uors, the name of tho person to whom 
sold, and tho kind and quantity of, and 
purpose for which such liquors are soldi 
and tho book shall bo open to the inspec- 
tion of the authorities granting such per- 
mit. It is made tho fluty of each phar' 
marcist on the third Tuesday of April in 
each year to file with the clerk of the 
city, village or town in which his permit 
is granted, a verified copy of all the en- 
tries made by him in such book. 


This law will be an important benefit 


to pharmacists in many towns and cities 
of tho state in which their license to Foil 
liquors for medicinal purposes has been 
unnecessarily high.
